Uuuiu" as the motto of the United 
States havo never been fully explained 
by tho historians. It wau probably used 
on coins—and some suy upon early 
colonial flags—long before it wns regu- 
larly recognized by the leading ofiicials 
of the new republic. 
Tho oldest coin 


bearing tho motto in full is a colonial 
cont (joined by Now Jersey in the 3'<!ar 
1780. 
Tho sinnio year it appeared on a 


small medal recognized among tho col- 
lectors ot coins as "tho confederntio." 
This medal was a national token, I bo- 
lieve, and was coined by authority of 
Iho gemu-nl government. It bore on one 
side iy stars and a blitzing sun, Iho lat- 
ter surrounded by tlio word "Confedor- 
atio,'' which gives it tho name by which 
it is known to tho numismatists.

doubtedly from Virgil's "Morotus," a 
poem d;;voted to a description of a cer- 
iT.iu salad!

After the panic was over James H. 
Eckels, Controller of the Currency, in 
a banquet speech delivered in Chicago, 
congratulated the banks on the able 
manner in which they steered the coun- 
try through that famous panic. An- 
other act of law-breaking by the Treas- 
ury Department was its refusal to pur- 
chase 4,500,000 ounces of silver bullion 
per month for several months prior to 
tho repeal of the law requiring the pur- 
chase. 


Probably tho most disgraceful act of 


the present Administration was its se- 
cret contract with the Rothschilds and 
Morgan whereby these millionaire bond 
holders were allowed to make a profit 
of $8,000,000 on an investment of prac- 
tically nothing. Rothschild and Mor- 
gan were simply commission brokers 
between tho Government and the real 
purchasers of the bonds. The Govern- 
ment gave them ample time to deliver 
the gold so they could dispose of the 
bonds at the largest premium possible. 
There is about $8,000,000 of the gold 
that has not yet been delivered; but 
the Government is charged with inter- 
est on the full amount, from February 
1st 1895. Casliele in apologizing for 
the harsh terms contained in the con- 
tract said: "tho bauka had the Govern- 
ment completely at tbeir mercy; and 
the terms were the best the Govern- 
ment could get."

The Chicago Live Stock Report has the 
ollowing:
